Typically  establishing  and  licensing  a new  motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  has  a minor  positive  impact  on  the  above  criteria.  However,  since 
these  applicants  only  plan  to  use  the  facility  as  a vehicle  storage  area, 
no  impact  on  this  criteria  is  expected. 

9.  Distribution  and  density  of  population  and  housing. 

Wrecking  facilities  are  generally  viewed  as  eyesores  and  considered 
detrimental  to  property  values.  Establishing  a wrecking  facility  at  this 
location  may  have  an  adverse  impact  on  future  sales  of  neighboring  resi- 
dences and  land,  particularly  if  the  adjoining  land  were  to  be  subdivided. 
If  the  facility  can  be  viewed  from  any  new  public  roads,  the  applicant 
would  be  required  to  shield  from  those  roads  (maximum  of  12'  screening). 
Given  the  few  residences  in  close  proximity  to  the  facility,  a minor  impact 
on  this  criteria  is  expected. 

10.  Demands  for  Government  Services. 

A minor  increase  in  demand  for  governmental  services  may  result  from 
the  proposal.  A minor  amount  of  time  will  be  required  of  state  and  local 
junk  vehicle  program  officials  to  perform  administrative  duties  associated 
with  relicensing  and  to  conduct  periodic  inspections  to  assure  that  the 
facility  is  maintained  and  operated  in  compliance  with  state  law. 

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals. 

The  Flathead  Regional  Development  office  has  certified  that  local 
zoning  ordinances  do  not  prohibit  this  proposed  land  use  at  this  location. 


Potential  Impact  on  Physical  Environment 


5.  Aesthetics 

The  Montana  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  regulations 
require  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  to  be  shielded  from  public  view. 
No  junk  vehicles  may  be  visible  from  a point  6 feet  above  the  centerline  of 
any  public  road. 

The  applicant  will  use  existing  buildings  and  two  wooden  fences 
approximately  25'  and  50'  in  length  and  8'  in  height  to  shield  their  junk 
vehicle  inventory  from  south  Hilltop  Road  (see  attached  drawing  and  map). 
The  facility  cannot  be  viewed  from  any  other  public  roads:  An  elevated 

railroad  bed  screens  the  facility  from  view  of  Jellison  Road;  the  long 
distance  (1/2  to  3/4  mile)  from  the  facility  to  Walsh  and  Brunner  Road, 
trees,  and  houses  adequately  screen  it  from  view  of  those  roads. 

The  vehicle  storage  yard  consists  of  an  area  approximately  200'x70', 
which  will  hold  30  to  40  vehicles.  The  applicants  plan  to  eventually  fence 
the  entire  area.  In  the  meantime,  junk  vehicles  may  be  visible  from 
residences  to  the  south  and  west.  State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be 
shielded  from  view  of  public  roads,  but  not  private  residences. 

The  aesthetic  impact  from  establishing  and  licensing  this  motor 
vehicle  wrecking  facility  is  expected  to  be  minor.  A license  will  not  be 
issued  until  shielding  is  completed  in  accordance  with  16.14.202  ARM.
